ers who were injured when a 
Mle street car was torn to pieces 
after a wild dash through the South 
Hills tunnel late yesterday, died in hos- 
Dpitals this morning, bringing the total 
deaths to eighteen. Eighty-two other 
persons were in hoagpitals, some of them 
so badiy hurt they were not expected 
to live through the day. Among the 
dead were eleven women, nine of whom 
were mothers. 

Investigations by the Pittsburg Rail- 
ways company, which owns the Knox- 
ville line, and by Coroner Jamison had 
not determined the cause of the acci- 
dent, as the metorman, H. H. Klingler, 
had not yet sufficiently recovered 
from his injuries to give an accurate 
account of how he lost control of the 
car soon after it started down the 
heavy grade in the tunnel 

Passengers questioned by the inves- 
tigators declared the car had not pro- 
ceeded far into the tunnel before the 
trolley flew off the wire. The conduc- 
tor, who was standing in the middle 
of the car and unable to get out be- 
cause of the jam of passengers, called 
to the motorman to get out and re- 
place thetrolley. The motorman, they 
said, refused with the remark that it 
was the conductor’s duty to attend to 
such matters. Almost ‘immediately 
afterward the motorman of a car fol- 

Jowing put on the trolley, and as the 
conductor gave the signal to start, the 
motorman gave the controller a quick 
twist, the investigators learned. The 
car never slackened speed afterward, 
but gained momentum with every sec- 
ond asjit dashed dawn the heavy grade 
and was 
wrecked a few minutes later after 
turning over on its side and being 
ripped jopen by a steel telegraph pole 
which it struck at the sidewalk. 

Coroner Jamison discovered upon ex- 
amining the car that a part of the 
brake equipment had broken under the 
desperate efforts of the motorman to 
stop the car when he found it was 
running away, and employees of the 
company were said to have found a 
piece of the brake rod in the tunnel. 
The car, which was of the latest con- 
struction, was supplied with two sep- 
arate brake systems.

Washington, December 25.—Plans for 
making the nation-wide emergency 


food survey are well under way, the 
bureau of markets announced today, 
schedules having been mailed to every 
food dealer, manufacturer and holder 
of supplies in more than family lots. 
The survey, ordered at the last ses- 
sion of congress, will cover more than 
100 different foods and returns must 
show the stocks on hand next Decem- 
ber 31, and the same day last vear, with 


estimates of quantities in transit out- 
ward by freight and express on the 
last day of the month. 

In addition to the survey by mailed 
schedules, intensive surveys will be 
made by agents in forty-three typical 
counties in various parts of the coun- 
try in order that the figures obtained 
by mail may be checked. Estimates of 
stocks of foodstuffs on farms will be 
made by the bureau of crop.estimates. 

“The complete survey,” said a state- 
ment by the bureau of markets today, 
“will yield the most accurate informa- 
tion ever collected in regard to the ex- 
tent of the nation’s food resources, 
and .is considered an important step in 
the effort to place the ‘country on a 
safe footing in so far as the food sup- 
ply is concerned.”

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FEDERAL WASTEFULNESS. 


While the federal government, through 
 $ts various channels and every day, is ad- 
monishing the public—and justly 
economize, to avoid waste, to husband its 
resources and make every dollar of expendi- 
ture “count,” it should itself set the ex- 
ample. 

One of the most flagrant channels of 
federal wastefulness is through the bureau 
of printing. Through the government print- 
ing office there is a tremendous leakage of 
the people’s money that certainly ought to 
be checked. 

Tons upon tons of matter—pamphlets, 
books, reports, bulletins, etc—is being 
printed week by week at the government’s 
expense, carted to the postoffice and deliv- 
ered to citizens in the four corners of the 
country, all at the government’s expense— 
then consigned to the garbage ¢an by the 
recipient! 3 
For instance: A few days ago Bulletin 
No. 16, of the bureau of 6ducation, depart- 
ment of the interior, was scattered broad-

under the extraordinary demands of the 
government, the advancement during the 
‘year just closing was so great that the im- 
portation of foodstuffs was almost negligible 
in comparison with what it was two years 
ago. Pi 

As a matter of fact, Georgia this year 
has imported little food other than flour, 
and perhaps some Irish potatoes. 

Today there are ten packing plants in 
operation in this state, whereas there were 
only three three years ago, and we are 
producing more than sufficient meat ‘or 
home use. We also now are producing 
enough corn to meet all home demands—a 
thing which we formerly did not do—and 


per cent of the wheat and flour required for 
our own use. 

That 40 per cent deficiency should be 
wiped out entirely another year. 

There is no reason in the world why a 
pound of wheat should be shipped into this 
state next year or any year in the future, 
and not a pound would. find its way here 
from the north and west if the farmers of 
Georgia would only sense the absolute im- 
portance of feeding themselves and their 
urban neighbors from their own acres. 

The average yield of wheat from an 
acre of land in Georgia is around 18 bushels. 
It requires three and one-half bushels of 
wheat to make a barrel of flour; thus one 
average acre of wheat would easily provide 
flour for the average family of five. 

Therefore, if every farmer would devote, 
say, five acres of his land to wheat, he would 
be able to provide flour for his own family 
use, and have approximately four barrels of 
flour to help supply the urban demand. If 
all farmers were to do that it would not only 
be remunerative to them, but Georgia's flour 
‘problem would be solved.

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt has unquali- 
fiedly joined the ranks of those who favor 
nation-wide prohibition, at least for the dura- 
tion of the war; and it would be hard for the 
enemies of old J. B. to find and enlist a more 
forceful ally.

It is not to be said that such publications 
and documents are valueless; because— 
with the exception of the majority of con- 
gressional speeches that are printed and 
bound at federal expense for the personal 
use of their authorse—in every one of them 
undoubtedly there is something of value to 
thoee interested In the subject treated. But 
any citizen to whom Bulletin No. 16, for in- 
stance, is of value, certainly has sufficient 
interest in its subject matter to himself 
send for it; and if it were placed in the 
hands of only those who are interestéd in 
- it or would read it, it is safe to say that the

“I may mention that my sons who 
are now in. the army in France write 
me most strongly (just as General 
Pershing has expressed his public 
opinion most strongly) as to the harm 

. done to the men of the army by per- 
mitting the sale of liquor to them, 
stating that they believe in absolute

The whole country commends Secretaries 
Daniels and Baker, of the navy and war de- 
partments, respectively, and General Persh- 
ing, for the absolute banishment of strong 
drink from the ranks of the nation’s fight- 
ing men.

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Sam Small Says Sam J 
Was First N ational stle 
Of National Prohibition Cause 


.BY SAM W. SMALL. 
The submission by 
the congress of the 
proposed national pro- 


hibition amendment is 
a signal vindication of 
the vision and valor of 
Sam Jones, our great 
Georgia evangelist. 

For myself I have no 
atom of doubt that 
those who strove hero- 
ically on earth “for 
Christ and the spiritual 
uplift of humanity are 
permitted in heaven to 
know how their war- 
fare is continued upon 
this planet. Therefore, 
I believe Sam Jones 
knows that this part of 
his famous fight for the 
prohibition of the Nquor traffic is now but 
one march from its final American goal. 

How his victorious spirit must rejoice! 

Georgians, and the people of the south 
generally, should be proud of the unques- 
tionable fact that it was Sam Jones who gave 
the prohibition cause the inspiration and im- 
petus that put the solid south nearly “all 
white” ahead of.any other section of the na- 
tion, and made it the leader of the sister- 
hveod in the struggle that has finally given 
all the states the constitutional privilege of 
enying that the national charter may outlaw 
the hideous traffic. 

It was over thirty-six years ago that the 
question confronted Sam Jones in his own 
home town of Cartersville. A young man 
was murdered in e saloon brawl one night 
and the next day an old Christian shoe- 
maker of the town convinced Sam that the 
preachers of the place must share the re- 
sponsibility for that fatal event because they 
had not cried out day and night 
the liquor devil, and spared it not a. whit. 
Sam took the rebuke to heart and hencefor- 
ward consecrated his soul to the war against 
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Paria—"It's the fortunes of war, my boy,” 
Rene Phelizot would invariably remark, when 
one of his comrades of the Foreign | 

‘complained of one of the 
. | thousand-and-one ‘trials 
of trench life. 

Phelizot, who was from 
Chicago, had been an ex~- 
pert elephant killer be- 
fore joining the Legion. 
Accustomed to outdoor 
life and hardships by his 
years in the African jun- 
gles and deserts, he made 
an excellent soldier and 
was much help te his 
comrades. 

Battalion C, in which 
was Phelizot, had been 
resting for a few days at 
‘Cuiry-les-Chaudardes. The 
‘night before the battalion 
was to return to the 
trenches, two men of the 
machine gun section be- 
gan making discouraging remarks about the 
American volunteers in the Legion. 

Phelizot resented the remarks, and offer- 
ed to fight both the veterans, so the three 
men, followed by many spectators, went into 
the courtyard. 

The fight started well for Phelizot. He 
speedily knocked down one of his adver- 
saries and was severely punishing the other. 
At this moment a third legionnaire, a friend 
of the two Phelizot was fighting, entered the 
courtyard. Seeing one of his friends sprawl- 
ed out on the ground, and the other about 
to join him there, the newcomer ran up 
behind Phelizot, and swinging by its leather 
Strap his two-liter metal bidon which was 
filled with wine, he struck him a crashing 
blow on the head. Phelizot fell unconscious. 

Carried into a room, Philizot revived, but 
suffered all night an intense pain in the 
head. The next night he marched back to 
the trenches with his company. The pain 
in his head increased, however, and on the 
second morning the sergeant of the section 
ordered him to go to the infirmary. Pheli- 
zot must have suffered intense agony, but 
he made the five kilometer trip to Cuiry 
alone, and presented himself at the infirm- 
ary. 


After an examination, the doctor declared 
that he found nothing wrong with Phelizot 
and ordered him back to the trenches. Pheli- 
zot walked out of the infirmary and started 
up the road leading to Chateau Blanc Sablon 
and the trenches. 


A little later, a lieutenant of the Legion 
noticed a man lying by the roadside outside 
Cuiry. Thinking it some weary soldier hav- 
ing a rest, he passed on without saying any- 
thing. Coming back about an hour later he 
Saw that the man had not moved. He 
called to him. The answer was a iow groan. 
Hastening to the side of the prostrate sol- 


dier, the lieutenant turned him over. It was 
partially paralyzed and lock-jaw

setting in. 


An ambulance was called and the injured 
man rushed to the nearest base hospital, 
seventeen kilometers away, at Fiemes. Here 
everything possible was done to save him, 
but it was too late. Phelizot’s life ebbed 
slowly away. 

The last ‘day of August, when we were 
leaving Rouen for Toulouse, Phelizot ha 
each American volunteer in the Second For- 
eign regiment write his name in indellible 
ink on a large American flag. This flag he 
had ever afterward worn wrapped around his 
waist as a kind of sash.

At the close of a short day, as the last 
rays of the dying sun were gliding the 
hilltop which towers over Fismes, Phelizot, 
who had lain for hours unconscio alowly 
raised himself in his cot, unwound the flag 
from about his waist, cried out: “I am an 
American,” and fell back dead. 


What Became of the Fat Dog? 

The Foreign Legion is beyond a doubt the 
best-fed corps in the French army. There is 
a saying, well known throughout the army, 
which, roughly tramslated, is “The Legion 
likes to fight, but it must be fed.” 


The bill-of-fare of the Legion is the same 
as in the line regiments, but the allowance 
of meat, vegetables, coffee, etc., per man is 
larger. Especial pains are taken: to pro- 
vide plenty of food, and with as great va- 
riety as is possible under the varying con- 
ditions of warfare. 

The food supplies regimenta at the 
front come by rail tothe nearest railway 
stations, and are then taken to the cooks 
at the front daily by the wagon convoys. 
This service is now well organized, but at 
the beginning.of the war was poor. It is 
also irregular after an advance, such as the 
one now going on in the Somme region. 

When the Legion arrived at one camp, 
the railroad was torn up and little food could 
be had. The Germans had been through and 
taken everything they could find. There is 
a large hospital for wounded horses near, 
and for several days we had stewed horse- 
flesh. Horse meat has a good flavor, Dut is 
tougher than beef. 

In the several attacks made by the Le- 
gion during the war, the men have gone for 
days with no food other than the small re- 
serve ration each man carries. 

After the great charge made by the Le- 
gion against the fort in the Bois Sabot, the 
demnants of the Legion were pulled back 
and quartered in reserve trenches. These 
trenches were continually bombarded. A 
shell explosion killed two men of the ma- 
chine gun section, amd a mule used for car- 
rying ammunition. The men were at once 
carried away to be buried and within half 
an hour after the explosion of the shell, the 
carcass of the mule had been sliced up into 
steaks by the Legionnaires. The mule- 
steak lovers rushed up in drove, pushing 
each other aside and disputing as to who 
best knew how to carve a mule steak. 

In the First regiment were a Chinaman 
from Tonkin, and a huge, coal-black Abys- 
sinian negro who were great,/comrades. While 
the regiment was north of Arras, for a great 
offensive, these two men were among those 
quartered in a hamlet near Aubigny. A 
family Mving in the hamlet had @ black-and- 
tan terrier, of which they were very fand. 
This dog had been pampered and over-fed, 
until he was extremely fat. 

Two days after the arrival of the Legion, 
the dog disappeared. A lieutenant, billeted 
with the owners, was asked to make a 
search for the missing canine. Strolling 
on the outskirts of the hamlet he noticed the 
Chinaman and the Abyssinian roasting a 
fair-sized animal over a slow fire.

Early in the eighties a nation that was 
hungry to hear a fearless two-fisted fight- 
ing preacher began to-.clamor for “that 
Georgia fellow,” and Sam Jones was wel- 
comed from Boston to Los Angeles, and from 
Toronto to Tampa. For more than twenty 
years he was the most popular man in the 
pulpit or on the platform, that this coun- 
try contained. The mammoth skating rinks 
and great exposition buildings of those 
years were all too small to hold the crowds 
that would surge, through storms of rain 
or bitter blizzard even, to hear the gospel 
by the Georgian. 

Everywhere he went he “made good.” 
Men of every condition who readily recog- 
nized the golden heart, the great human 
sympathies and the gospel philosophy of the 
plain, superb preacher gave him their hands 
eud their promises of a better and more 
militant life. Nobody threw bricks at him 
tut the bestial, the greedy and those who 
were envious of the honors his Master gave 
him. 

The greater conspicuousness of Sam 
Jones’s evangelism was his implacable enmity 
tc the liquor traffic, and no one man of my 
knowledge. ever lined up against it more 
furceful fighters than he did. ' 

He never failed to hit booze when it was 
in reach, and it nearly always was. Ser- 
mon, lecture, seance with preachers, or a 
casual talk with traveling men on the train 
or_in hotel lobby, were all punctuated some- 
where with a timely jolt for John Barley- 
corn. He talked famillarly to presidents of the 
nation in the white house, to governors, sen-~- 
ators and congressmen, legislators, mayors, 
business captains and pound-keepers, He 
went before the general assemblies of many 
states and shelled the trenches of booze 
where they were thickest and deepest. Leg- 
isiators took his words back home and con- 
sulted, their constituents, and then returned 
to their capitols to put more stripes on the 
traffic, and forge more fetters for saloon- 
ists, and put more balls and chains on boot- 
leggers; only to learn in the end that liquor, 
like the demoniac of Gadara, 
bound with fetters and chains. ©

WOMEN NAVVIES IN WAR- 
TIME ENGLAND 


BY TEDDY WICK 


London.—The latest in the wide realm of 
women war workers is the woman “navvy.” 
She reminds one of those little Japanese 
women who, in long lines, coal the ships at 
Kobe and Nagasaki. Only the astonishing 


‘difference is that these women are British! 


Despite their women’s faces under the 
smut and dirt and their baggy blue caps and 
coats and trousers, these women “navvies” 
never so completely take one by surprise as 
when one looks at their feet. The incon- 
gruity of coal-smutted trousers with high 
heels! 


It gives a sudden Chinese aspect to the 
whole, black, furnace-roaring scene. 

I have just come from a great London 
gas works, where nearly 2,000 of them have 
taken “navvy” jobs. 

‘Women can do 80 per cent of the work 
around a gas plant,” the chief engineer told 
me “Before the war, they did none.” 

And what, I asked, might the excepted 20 
per cent be? | 

Clinkering the furnaces, he said. 

“A good many men don’t last long at 
clinkering,” he added. 

Women in Gas Works. 

In this particular plant, women are now 
doing the entire work of the retort house, 
making 3,600,000 cubic feet of gas a day. 
The temperature is so high that the sweat 
pours from their foreheads and their bare 
forearms. When the retort doors are opened, 
exposing the fires that bake the coal to 
make the gas, the whole, black? high-ceiled 
retort room is filled with the roar and‘ the 
amother of the fire, When the door is 
clanged shut again with a ten-foot poker, 
the room is so dark until one’s eyes become 
accustomed to it that the face of the woman 
“navvies”’ appear faintly, filmily white in the 
blackness. 

It is brave of them. It is the most genu- 
ine sort of patriotism—a patriotism not of 
words, but of deeds. _

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THE HARDNESS OF DRINKING WATER. 
Many of the popular ideas of the effect 
of drinking 


pure speculation and contrary to physio- 
logical fact. For instance, ‘there is the 
notion that the lime salts in drinking water 
will cause hardening of the arteries. Of 
course this idea is wrong, for there ia more 
lime in milk, meat, fruits and vegetables 
than im drinking water even of great hard< 
ness. 

Another notion is that the hardness of 
drinking water is accountable for kidney 
oe bladder stone and even for gall stone, 

ortunmately for this pretty theory, the 
chemical analysis of kidney and bladder 
stones demonstrates that magnesium and 
calcium salts (which usually cause the 
hardness of drinki water) are not essen- 
tial factors. And further it is now well 
known that gall stones are caused by infec- 
tion of the gall-sac by typhoid bacilli, colon 
bacilli, and various straina of streptococci 
from such familiar septic foci as neglected 
teeth, diseased tonsils, chronic appendicitis, 
and the like. Kidney and bladder stones 
probably have a similar a my 

Perhaps: the most popular of all delu- 
sions regarding the effects of hard water is 
the idea that it pioduces goitre. This prob- 
ably had its origin in the custom of certain 
i men in Switzerland and France drink- 
mg freely of the water from certain wel 
with the hope of developing a goitre a 
thereby escaping military service, 

The truth is that goitre, like hardened 
arteries and kidney stones and gall stones, 
may prevail widely in regions where only 
soft water is used, and on the contrary these 
diseases are not always prevalent in re- 
gions where the drinking water is very 
hard. There is a so-called goitre belt ex- 
tending from western New York out through 
the Great Lakes basin, in which region 
goitre is said to prevail more than in other 
parts of the United States, In Switzerland 
there are cOmmunities in which the ma- 
jority. of the inhabitants have goitre. One 
possible explanation for such oitre dia« 
tricts is the scarcity of sea fish in the diet. 
Sea fish of all kinds supply available iodin 
which may be a natur preventative 
goitre. 

Water that is hard may be softened by 
boiling, provided the harness is temporary 
(due to magnesium carbonate). If the hard- 
ness is permanent (due to calcium sulphate 
and calcium chloride—that is, lime sulphate 
and chloride of lime) boiling will not remove 
the hardness, 

A few cents’ worth of lime (caustic 
lime) will remove an amount of hardness 
which would decompose many dollars’ worth 
of soap, for laundry purposes. Caustic soda 
is perhaps more practicable for removin 
a hardness from water on a anal

I am a girl, 21 years old, and I am very 
anemic and nervous, perhaps partly due to 
the fact that I teach piano. My appetite 
is fair, but I do not seem to assimilate my 
food. As cow’s milk does not agree, I drink 
much malted milk. I do not object to being 
skinny as long as I am strong, but I should 
like a little more red blood if such a thing 
is possible. (T. V. M.) , 

ANSWER—You should adopt a live food 
regimen—food containing vitamines. The 
fresh green vegetables and the fresh fruits; 
the whole or undenaturized cereals (wheat, 
corn, rice, oatmeal); perhaps by taking fresh 
raw milk on cereals, or fresh cream, it 
will agree better. Vitamines are water~ 
soluble and _ fat-soluble crystalline sub- 
stances which seem to be indispensable to 
normal nutrition and assimilation. Butter 
is rich in vitamines, and so is raw milk. 
Yeast is rich in vitamines. Perhaps your 
doctor could prescribe a suitable arsenical 
remedy. You should consider your health 
your chief asset, and devote an hour a day 
to open air life.

The hospital facilities of the particulaz 
gas works from which I have just come, 
have not had to be increased to take care 
of the women “navviea”’ 

The company has hired forewomen, not sa 
much on account of their individual superi- 
ority as women “navvies” but so “the girls 
will have somebody.” 

Few of them are over 35. Most of them 
are between 20 and 25, and strong enough to 
go through their eight-hour shifts for six 
days every week, without breaking down. 
Most of them act as unconcerned about their 
“navvy’ jobs as if they were scrubbing their 
own floors. ; .. 

One would rather see them scrubbing their 
own floors, than pouring in a great, sooty, 
trousered throng out of the gas works gate 
every evening. ... 

Heavy Jobs for Girls. 

This particular plant has 838 of “the girls” 
at the heavy jobs of the retort houses, Three 
hundred more are in its chemical works, 
where the jobs are not so heavy, but far 
more dangerous. Four hundred are in the 
offices and 446 at “outside occupations.” I 
saw some of those “outside occupations” to~ 
day—women unloading coke—carrying great 
tarry bags of it from their wagon-tail to the 
bin holes ‘on their backs. 

Brick-laying, fitting and turning, filling 
of sacks with coke, carpentry, meter read« 
ing and meter fepairing, and adjusting and 
lacquering of gas fixtures—all these are jobs 
performed in toto by women now at this 
South London plant. Throughout the Sreat 
district of workmen’s dwellings which sur~ 
rounds the plant, women with heavy bags of > 
tools travel repairing gas fixtures. 

“Housewives would rather have them 
around than men,” said the chief engineer. 
“They're not so untidy as men. They don’t 
track up the floors.” 

The second most astonishing thing about 
the women “navvies” (the most astonishing 
thing is the sight of those high heels under 
their trousers!) is the fact that no train of 
social evils has followed in the wake of their 
employment. By this, I do not mean the 
usual goings-on which are designated by the 
term “social evil,” but the horde of charity. 
mongers which usually hovers over children 
and other dependents who have been deprived 
of their mothers. 

No one charity association now working 
in the district in which “the girls” live, hag 
had to add a single extra worker by reason 
of the employment of the women “navvies.” 

Not one day nursery has had to be starteg 
to care for their dependents. 

This is probably explained by the type og 
women employed. | ‘ 

The Type Empleyed. 3 

No rules are set.up by the gas company 
except that women applying for the “nave 
vy” jobs must be strong enough-to stand 
them. And in the practical outworking of 
this very obviously necessary rule, it is the 
younger women who have been employed 
—the women whose mothers are still alive te 
step into the breach their absence leaveg 
in their homes. 

And the same situation rules, those who 
know say, at all the other plants where 
women “navvies” are being introduced. There 
are two of them in Scotland, one in Ireland, 
and between eight and eleven in Engl 
In the plant I visited, the institution of 
woman “navvy” has been under experimeng 
for a year and e@ half, although it has not 
been until the present months, that women 
have been put in the retort house. ’

men had been worked to a high pitch 
of enthusiastic patriotism when the 
gofernor started to speak. The ova- 
‘tion lasted severa] minutes, and dur- 
(ing the course of his address he was 
| frequently interrupted by bursts of tu- 
| multuous applause. 


|! Governor Dorsey paid a high tribute 
| to the velor of the Greeks and to 
Greece, “the land of memories.” He 
also referred to Premier Venizelos in 
terms of warmest praise and predicted 
that the German emperor, that “chief 
of brutes,” would some day see the 
blue and white flag of Greece and the 
red, white and blue flag of America 
Planted on Pruasian goil.” 

The soldiers sang the Greek national 
anthem and the Greek song of liberty, 
while a number of children from the 
Greek church sang “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” and other patriotic songs. 

E. N. Georgiades, one of the leaders 
of the Greek colony in Atlanta, was 
one of the speakers at the banquet. 
Mr. Georgiades briefly reviewed the 
forty centuries of Greek civilization 
and of modern Greek liberty that had 
been wrested from the Turks after some 
of the bitterest and most heroic fight- 
ing the world has ever known. 

“Greece in olden days blazed the trail 
of civilization,” he said, “and gave to 
the world those cherished and ever- 
lasting ideals of democracy. When 
Germany and her vassal barbarians 
broke the quiet of a peace-loving world, 
Greece, remembering her tradition, al- 
lied herself wi England and France, 
but, owing to German influence, was 
powerless for the time in responding 
to her noble impulses.”
